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The Manutacture of Postage Stamps 


T is important that the collector 
should have some idea of the 
various processes employed in 
the manufacture of postage 

stamps, so we will now endeavor to 
explain as lucidly as possible the 
meaning of such terms as “die,” 
“plate,” “engraved,” “typographed,” 
“lithographed,” etc., which constantly 
occur in the catalogues and in articles 
on philatelic matters. 

First of all, let us treat of the proc- 
ess known as engraving, by which we 
mean more particularly line-engrav- 
ing. This was the first method em- 
ployed in the production of postage 
stamps. Nearly all the earliest types 
of Colonial stamps were made by this 
process—indeed, they were nearly all 
manufactured by the same firm, 
Messrs. Perkins, Bacon and Co., but 
comparatively few are produced by 
this means nowadays. The procedure 
adopted is as follows: First of all a 
drawing is prepared of the proposed 
design, generally on a greatly en- 
larged scale, and after this has been 
approved by the proper authorities a 
copy of it, the exact size the postage 
stamp will be when printed, is en- 
graved on a flat slab of softened steel 
by a skilled engraver. This is care- 
fully hardened, and is then technically 
known as the “matrix,” and a very 
large number of exactly identical 
plates can be made from it. In making 
the plate, an impression is taken from 
the die on a roller of softened steel, 
which is then hardened and applied 
to a plate of softened steel as many 
times as necessary till the requisite 
number of impressions are obtained 
to complete the plate. The lines that 
appear in the finished stamps are 
said to be cut into the plate in intaglio, 
or to appear on the sheet en creux. 
This means that, owing to the lines 
being cut into the plate, when printed 
the design shows in relief on the 
paper. In printing, considerable pres- 
sure is employed to force the ink into 
the hollows, and all that overlaps on

matter with which they are filled. On 
many stamps produced by this process 
the ridges of colouring matter can be 
seen quite distinctly, and they are 
often prominent enough to be easily 
felt by passing the fingers lightly over 
them. 

It will be seen that in the above 
process the impressions on the plate 
are bound to be exact facsimiles of 
the die in every way. Sometimes, how- 
ever, in the early days of philately, 
it was not possible or convenient to 
engrave a die first, so, instead, the 
design was engraved in duplicate 
direct on the plate. Naturally, a 
great drawback to this system was 
that every stamp differed slightly 
from its fellows, and owing to this 
circumstance it is generally possible 
to reconstruct the plates of labels 
produced thus. Many of the early 
locally-produced Colonial stamps—to 
wit, New South Wales “Sydney 
Views,” Mauritius “Post Paid,” Tas- 
mania 18538, etc., were engraved in 
this manner. 

Very occasionally stamps produced 
by the line-engraved process have been 
printed direct from the orignal die. 
This was the case with the famous 
stamps of Mauritius of the “Post 
Office” type. As by this method 
specimens can only be printed one at 
a time, it is never likely to be 
generally adopted. Indeed, on the few 
occasions on which it has been used, 
its slowness—as in the case of the 
aforementioned Mauritius—has soon 
caused its abandonment in fovour of 
some more speedy process. 

We now turn to the other process of 
engraving, by means of which more 
stamps have been produced than by 
any other, and which is the one most 
generally adopted at the present 
moment. This is known as surface- 
printing, or typography, the stamps 
being printed from the plate in ex- 
actly the same manner as newspapers, 
ete., are printed from ordinary type. 
The method is the reverse of line- 
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engraving, for in engraving the die 
the lines of the design are made to 
appear in relief, or epargne as it is 
called. From the matrix thus manu- 
factured as many replicas are taken 
in soft lead, gutta percha, papier 
mache, or some _ equally suitable 
material as are necessary to compose 
a plate of the desired size. These 
little blocks or moulds are then ar- 
ranged in a forme, and an electro-cast 
is taken of the whole. This, after 
having been properly backed and 
mounted, forms the printing plate. 
These plates, of course, vary in size 
and arrangement. Sometimes there 
is only one entire electro-cast, or there 
may be two or four, or any other num- 
ber, with a space separating one from 
the other. When there is more than 
one, the divisions in the printed sheets 
are known as panes. 

When le 
on obsolete British stamps—are to be 
inserted on the stamps, holes are cut 
in the proper places through the die, 
and the letters, on movable steel plugs, 
are introduced in these spaces. 

Occasionally the same design is used 
for all the values of a set, the only 
difference being the figure or figures 
denoting the denomination. The first 
type of Hayti will serve as an example. 
Here the same die was used for the

six stamps comprised in the issue, 
and in the shield-shaped cut under the 
head, metal plug denoting the required 
value was placed in the matrix be- 
fore the moulds were made. 

Again, stamps produced by this 
process are often printed in two 
colours—one for the body of the 
stamp, and the other for the name and 
value. In a case of this sort the 
matrix would be made in the ordinary 
way, with the proper spaces cut for 
them after insertion of the name and 
value, and duplicated as often as 
necessary to compose a plate of the 
required size. Then casts would prob- 
ably be taken from ordinary type 
properly spaced, and another plate 
made from which the name of the 
country and face value of the stamp 
would be printed at a second operation. 
Sometimes only the value is inserted 
at the second printing, the name being 
engraved on the die. Or again, in the 
case of bi-coloured stamps in which 
the centre (generally a portrait) is 
in one colour and the rest of the de- 
sign in another, as in the case of the 
Edwardian stamps of Transvaal and 
Natal, one plate made from a single 
die does for the whole set as far as 
the centre-piece is concerned, but a 
different die has to be engraved for 
each value for the border 

Perhaps next to engraving, litho- 
graphy has, more than any other 
process, been most often called to the 
printer’s aid in manufacturing postage 
stamps, especially where an issue has 
been required in a hurry, or where 
local talent and materials were not 
quite equal to the task of engraving. 
Comparatively few stamps are pro- 
duced by this process at the present 
time, chiefly because it was found to 
be much more open to forgery than 
any other style of printing. 

In lithography, instead of steel or 
copper plates, thin slabs of a variety 
of fine-grained limestone are used. 
First of all, after the face of the slab 
has been made perfectly smooth, one 
or two things happen—either the de- 
sign is drawn in special ink on special 
paper and transferred to the stone as 
many times as it is necesary to com- 
pose a sheet of stamps, or a die is 
engraved in the usual way, and im- 
pressions taken from this in the 
special ink direct on to the stone. 
Sometimes, indeed, a whole sheet of 
stamps may be drawn on the special 
transfer paper, and then placed on the 
stone. Whichever method is used, the 
result is the same, i.e., the design of 
the stamp appears on the stone, the 
reverse to what it will be on the 
printed sheet. The surface of the 
slab is then covered with a weak 
solution of acid which eats away a 
thin layer of the limestone wherever 
there are no lines. These lines thus 
stand in relief like the letters in 
printers’ type, and the slabs are inked 
and impresions taken from them in 
the ordinary way. The early stamps 
of India, 1878 issue of Nevis, and early 
high values of Queensland, are a few

The next process we have to con- 
sider is that of embossing—a method 
that has been used in a few instances. 
By embossed stamps, we, of course, 
mean those in which some portion, 
or the whole, of the design is in relief. 
Stamps are embossed in exactly the 
same way as letter-headings, seals, 
etc. and the embossing may be per- 
fectly plain on tinted paper, as in the 
case of the early issue of Natal, or, 
as is more general, the raised por- 
tions are in white with other parts 
of the design in colour. In this process 
two plates are necessary, one on which 
the paper rests, forcing the parts that 
are to be in relief upwards, and 
the other assisting this and at 
the same time applying the ink. 
Most envelope stamps are pro- 
duced by this method. The first 6d., 
10d., and 1s., stamps of our country 
were embossed, and they comprise the 
only adhesive postage stamps ever 
produced by the Inland Revenue de- 
partment itself. As each stamp had to 
be struck separately, only small sheets 
to hold 20, 24 and 20 impressions 
respectively were employed; but, as 
the process was found very tedious, it 
was soon abandoned, and the dies were 
used for producing envelope stamps or 
impressing telegraph forms. A make- 
shift issue of 1d. stamps for British 
Central Africa was produced locally 
by means of embossing in 1898. 
Probably the most handsome series of 
embossed stamps ever produced were 
those issued in Gambia in 1869, and 
used there continously until 1897. In 
this case a whole sheet of twenty 
stamps was embossed at once. The 
1862-82 issues of Switzerland and the 
stamps of Heligoland are also ad- 
mirable examples of the embosser’s 
art, the effect of fine impressions be- 
ing exactly the same as that of well- 
executed cameos. 


Another process that has been fre- 
quently adopted, generally in produc- 
ing temporary issues, is that known 
to philatelists as type-set. As the 
name implies, stamps made by this 
method are simply printed from ordi- 
nary printer’s type. Of all British 
Colonies, British Guiana furnishes the 
largest number of examples of type- 
set stamps, and most of them are 
extremely rare. First of all, there 
was the circular issue of 1850, con- 
sisting merely of the name and value 
on variously-coloured papers; then, in 
1856, a more pretentious effect was 
aimed at by inserting a small cut of 
a ship with the colony’s motto around, 
in a double-lined border; later, a very 
tough-and-ready set was issued, the 
“design” being merely the name and 
value surrounded by a more or less 
fancy border; and lastly, in 1882, a 
set of two values was also produced 
printed direct from ordinary type.

other places that occur to us as having 
issued type-set stamps. 

In addition to the methods we have 
already mentioned, which may be 
termed ordinary processes, we have 
now to mention one or two others 
which, from their uniqueness, as far 
as their connection with stamps is 
concerned, we can only designate as 
extraordinary. Typewritten stamps 
make one of these curious processes, 
and, as the name shows, these are 
stamps produced on an ordinary type- 
writer. This primitive method of man- 
ufacturing postage stamps was adopt- 
ed in Uganda in 1895 and 1896, when 
one of the missionaries of the C.M.S. 
made the labels on his typewriter to 
save the expense of printing. The first 
set merely consisted of the letters 
U G, with the figures of value (in 
cowries) below surrounded by a border 
of dashes. 

Another curious and, by the way, 
very rare stamp is the 1d. Bermuda 
issued in 1848. This was made with 
the old circular postmark, and the 
value and postmaster’s name were 
then written in by means of ordinary 
pen and ink. We do not know what 





name can be given to this method of 
stamp production. 

We will conclude by mentioning one 
more set of stamps produced by the 
curious method of combining emboss- 
ing with a hand-stamp. We refer to 
the stamps of the New Republic. In 


‘making these, the arms of the Re- 


public were first embossed on the 
paper and over this the name, date, 
and value were struck in violet by 
means of a hand-stamp.

IRAQ—Provisionals, in line with the cur- 
rency change announced Feb. 20th, have ap- 
peared.

NOT PLATE VARIETIES 


The office of Linn’s Weekly has been 
besieged in the past few months with 
letters from collectors who are discov- 
ering all kinds of plate varieties in 
the new stamps that are issued. This 
situation shows that there are lots of 
collectors who are studying their 
stamps and it is to be regretted that 
these collectors are not in contact with 
more experienced collectors who can 
help them in their difficulties for most 
of the reported varieties are not varie- 
ties at all. 

It is quite difficult to explain to 
some of these collectors just what 
causes the apparent varieties that they 
report, were one permitted to talk 
with them it would be a simple mat- 
ter but it is difficult for some to 
understand a written explanation. 

Perhaps the most frequently re- 
ported varieties are those in which 
the collector finds white spots in the 
stamps. Doubtless most all collectors 
have seen engraved copper plates from 
which calling cards are printed. 
Plates from which stamps are printed 
are similar in that the part of the 
design that prints is cut out of the 
plate, or rather cut into the plate so 
that it is shallow or sunken into the | 
plate, the surface of the plate being 
perfectly smooth. The ink or color in 
the stamp is spread on the plate and | 
fills the crevices or recesses in the 
plate and when the paper is laid on 
the plate and pressure applied, the 
ink in the crevices sticks to the paper 
and makes the print on the paper. 
If it happens that there is not enough | 
ink in the recesses in the plate then 
the print on the paper may show white 
specks or spots. These specks or spots 
show up most regularly in the parts | 
of the design in which the color is 
most solid or in larger solid spots. | 

Such imperfections in printing are, 
not varieties and are of little or no} 
consequence or interest to collectors.

The first Olympic Games were in- 
augurated about 776 B. C., and were 
in the form of a festival held in the 
shadow of the sacred Mount, Olympus, 
conducted as an offering to the Greek 
gods. Thus their being called the 
Olympics. These games were contin- 
ued for some 1,168 years and were 
abolished in 392 A. D. Historians 
disagree as to the exact reason of this 
abolishment. I have looked this up 
and think the following brief expla- 
nation is as good as any of them and 
even has a slight suggestion of “mod- 
ern times” to it. In 146 B. C. the 
Romans captured Corinth and with 
this capture Greece lost her standing 
and identity as a separate nation. The 
Olympics were still continued and 
Rome sent her best athletes to Greece 
every four years to take part in them. 
Greece in turn selected her pick of 
champions to compete against the 
Roman athletes. All went well until 
the year 392 A. D. Then the Romans 
were accused of using professional 
athletes in taking part in the contests 
and after much arguing the games 
were abolished. 

For fifteen centuries they remained 
in the gloom of the past. In 1892 
they were revived when Baron Pierre 
de Coubertin of France suggested 
that they be revived and resumed once 
again. Enthusiasm and co-operation 
was lacking, but Coubertin had the 
“do or die” spirit and continued to 
“broadcast the idea.” For four years 
he talked and pleaded for the revival 
of the Olympics and finally in 1896 
he was successful and gained the nec- 
essary financial support. The first 
modern Olympiad was held that year 
in Athens, Greece. Now they are held 
regularly every four years. The games 
are divided up into 150 events—in- 
cluding: Track and field sports, swim- 
ming, rowing, boxing, wrestling, 
weight lifting, fencing, field hockey, 
cycling, yachting, gymnastics, eques- 
trian sports, demonstrations of Amer- 
ican football and rifle marksmanship. 
The 1928 issue of the Netherland 
stamps portray a few of these events 
splendidly. Among the events is also 
an old game of Indian ball called La- 
crosse. Two sides play this game, in 
which the object of each side is to 
force or carry the ball with a long 
racket like implement called a crosse, 
between and past two goal-posts. 

No nation entered in the games can 
use the title Olympic Champions, al- 
though they can signify their winners 
with the title “Olympic boxing cham- 
pion” or any other event in which 
their respective contestant has en- 
tered and finished successfully. This 
classification was agreed upon by all 
members of the International Olympic 
Committee in 1924.

No news in that? Oh, yes, there is. 
It took the able Historian of the State 
Department to settle the doubt in the 
matter. Maybe you didn’t know there 
was any doubt, but that simply shows 
what a back number you are. Or 
maybe it shows you in a better light, 
as one not interested in hair splitting. 

You know, there are always a lot 
of people who simply live to kick up 
rows. They'll take the opposite of 
any question just to be contrary, and 
after a while they’ll actually become 
convinced by their own foolish argu- 
ments, and then you can’t move ’em 
with dynamite. They are right and 
you are wrong, and that is all there 
is to it. 

Well, a lot of these guys have been 
writing to the Secy. of State, claiming 
that we had fourteen presidents 
ahead of Washington, arguing to 
prove that startling statement, and de- 
manding recognition of the rights of 
those gentlemen. 

But the Historian of the State Dept. 
has replied to them that the office of 
President was created by the express 
words of the Constitution, and that 
George Washington was the first man 
to fill that office, taking the oath on 
April 30, 1789.

until March 1, 1781. Under those Ar- 
ticles “the United States in Congress 
assembled” had the authority to ap- 
point one of their members to preside, 
but also provided that no person be 
allowed to serve more than one year 
in any term of three years. 

Prior to 1781 seven men had been 
so appointed; from then up to Wash- 
ington seven more served as “Presi- 
dent of the United States in Con- 
gress assembled,” but they did NOT 
serve as President of the United 
States of America, as provided in the 
Constitution. So, the Historian con- 
cludes that “Not only actually and 
really, but also in the strictest legal 
sense, George Washington was the 
first President of the United States 
of America.” 

Those fellows who whooped it up on 
the other side will not be at all satis- 
fied or convinced, but don’t argue with 
them. They’ll get you all tied in a 
knot trying to explain what is the 
difference between “the United States 
in Congress assembled” and “the 
United States of America,” and you'll 
just go home in a bad temper and 
with a headache. 


Just let’s lay back on the Historian, 
breathe a sigh of relief, get out our 
albums and look at our Bi-Centennials. 
We can do that with the conviction 
that George is entitled to be on those 
stamps, even if he has been knocked 
into a cocked hat, and looks like Ras- 
kob, and had his hair curled, and 
wore a lot of frivolous clothes that 
we are rather startled and a bit 
shocked about.

FOR THE 


Every now and then 
SPECIALIST 


we get a letter from 
some rabid specialist 
who wants to know why we do not 
publish some highly technical or spe- 
cialized articles on United States or 
other stamps. Such letters are easily 
answered, for two very good reasons. 
One of the answers is that it takes 
a heap of work and time to prepare 
such articles and that we are unable 
to get others to devote the time to 
such work. The other answer is that 
we do not believe that the vast ma- 
jority of our readers and we are posi- 
tive that the vast majority of people 
interested in stamp collecting, are 
not interested in articles of that sort. 
We are satisfied to attribute the suc- 
cess of this publication in a great 
measure to the fact that the material 
that is printed is within the under- 
standing of all stamp collectors while 
on the other hand we firmly believe 
that a heap of very valuable white 
paper is wasted by printing highly 
specialized studies of stamps in the 
philatelic publications. 

We do not wish to be misunder- 
stood in this statement. Personally, 
we know of no greater pleasure for 
a stamp collector than to make a thor- 
ough specialized collection and a study 
of some particular stamps but on the 
other hand, we believe from contact 
with collectors that not one in every 
hundred, collect in this manner and 
that they would get more real good 
from the philatelic press if highly 
specialized articles were omitted and 
the space given over to matters of 
general interest. 





Our solution for the publication of 
highly specialized articles would be to 
have them published in book form in 
order that those who wish them may 
purchase them. How often in the past, 
has some publication strung out 
through a half dozen or a dozen issues, 
an article of some sort or other that 
is very desirable to a few collectors 
for reference purposes, provided that 
the collector who is interested can 
find all of the back numbers that have 
the article in it. = 

There are however a class of articles 
that are of much interest to a great 
many collectors. While the material 
that these articles contain is consid- 
ered of interest primarily to the spe- 
cialist, yet the information is of value 
and interest to many others and unlike 
many specialized articles which deal 
with recutting, shifted transfers and 
other eye straining varieties, there 
is a class of articles that show clearly 
on the face of the stamps, the various 
points of interest and the collection 
along these lines suggested by this 
class of articles is a simple matter 
that anyone can follow. 

In this issue of Linn’s Weekly, Mr. 
J. D. Hoit of Pittsburgh, Pa., begins 
a check list of Plate Numbers on 
United States Stamps. A condensed 
and brief list of this sort has been in 
demand for some time. We believe 
that the style of iisting will meet with 
the approval of all collectors of United 
States stamps. We ask of all of our 
readers that they assist Mr. Hoit in 
every way possible in making this 
listing thorough and complete and 
that any information of interest about 
any particular stamps be submitted 
to him at once. In event of any ad- 
ditional information on any published 
list, or any correction in any published 
list, please send the information direct 
to Mr. Hoit. 

When completed and revised, the 
material will be published in booklet 
form at a nominal cost. 

Please note that for the time being, 
the commemorative stamps are to be 
covered first. So soon as this listing 
is completed, the earlier issues will 
be taken up in order.

The Columbian Issue was printed by the American 
Bank Note Company and were placed on sale January 
1, 1893, except the 8c value which was placed on sale 
March 1, 1893. 

The sheets were printed from plates of 200 subjects 
and were cut to panes of 100 stamps each, right and 
left. Plate numbers appear at the top and bottom of 
each pane and the name of the American Bank Note 
Company was imprinted to the left on the left pane 
and to the right on the right pane, in the side margin.

MICHIGAN STAMP CLUB—FIFTH 
ANNUAL EXHIBITION 


The annual exhibit of the Michigan 
Stamp Club was held Saturday, May 
7, at the Fort Wayne Hotel. The 
public had a chance to see stamps 
which the first purchaser got for a 
penny or two, but which scarcity and 
a growing hobby have revalued until 
some now bring a thousand times and 
hundred thousand times what they 
brought in the first place. 

One frame contained a modern ex- 
ample—a pane of 30 two-cent stamps 
issued by the United States Govern- 
ment to the A. E. F. 

Dr. Warren L. Babcock, head of 
Grace Hospital, a stamp collector, and 
in command of a base hospital in the 
World War, saw a package of them— 
the first consignment—on the plat- 
form of a small railway station in 
France. Gunfire had not crowded his 
hobby from his mind. 

He bought several of the booklets 
for himself and sent some home to 
fellow collectors. A pane of the 
stamps, which sold originally for 60 
cents, is catalogued at $225 and re- 
cently brought $150 at auction. 

Novelties included a number of 
unique Latvian stamps issued during 
the World War when paper was 
scarce, printed on beer labels, stickers 
from cans of caviar, Bolshevik paper 
money and war maps. 

Mrs. Gertrude Andrews, with a col- 
lection of postage of islands in the 
Pacific, was the only woman collector 
represented. 

Another unusual exhibit was the 
property of William Lancsweert and 
embraced letters mailed from _ ship- 
board, from one dated 1801 acknowl- 
edging a shipment of chestnuts from 
Bordeaux, to letters shot from the 
deck of the Bremen in a plane. The 
1801 letter from Bordeaux required 
nearly four months to make the cross- 
ing. 
The exhibit consisted of 30 frames 
and throughout the exhibition the at- 
tendance numbered about 600 spec- 
tators.
